FOREWORD 


Several changes were made in the procedures of organizing 
the current exhibition of works by the artists of the Washington 
area. The recommendations which produced these changes 
were proposed by the Advisory Committee of Artists at the 
annual meeting last spring. 

Of these, perhaps the departure of greatest general interest 
is the one which did away with the traditional method of award¬ 
ing first, second and third prizes in each of the competing classes 
of work. Instead, prizes of equal distinction were distributed 
on the basis of approximately 10 percent of the number of 
accepted entries in each medium. It was decided, however, 
that the number of prizes should not be less than three in any 
class, regardless of how few the accepted entries might be. 

The second change of public interest was the decision to 
have two jurors judge the painting entries, independently of 
one another. The theoretical advantage of this system to the 
artist is that each competing painter obviously would have twice 
as good a chance of being accepted as he would have with a 
single juror acting alone, since a favorable vote by either juror 
automatically put his work in the exhibition. 

In a way, this procedure was also in the nature of a test 
of the validity of the jury system. For it would appear that if 
definite objective standards for selecting paintings were the 
criteria for judgment, the jurors, despite their independence of 
each other, would theoretically be in agreement on a very high 
percentage of the entries. 

It is in all probability unfair to draw a final conclusion from 
a single experience of this kind. Even so, it is quite striking 
that surprisingly little uniformity of selection was practiced. 
For out of 788 paintings submitted, one juror selected 79 paint¬ 
ings, and the other 75. Of a total of 128, only 26, or approxi¬ 
mately 20 percent, were joint selections at which both jurors 
arrived independently. 

The experiment is an interesting one, and as the choices of 
each juror are indicated in the catalog by a letter “G” for those 
selected by Mr. Grosz and a letter “C” for those nominated by 






Mr. Cikovsky, the visitor has an opportunity to sample the taste 
of each juror, and can see on which works the jurors were in 
agreement. 

The 8th Area Purchase Prize Fund, I regret to write, is not 
up to the high sum reached in 1952, when a total of $1,100.00 
was attained. This year the Fund amounts to $570.00. Again, 
as in the past, this sum will be used to purchase works of art to 
add to the Gallery’s growing collection of works by artists of the 
area, which counting all media now amounts to 29 items. The 
names of the donors are listed in grateful acknowledgment on 
page 6; they number 19, exactly the same as in 1952; but sev¬ 
eral of the larger gifts were unfortunately not repeated this year. 

Although the Gallery itself will not be able to acquire as 
many pieces this year, we hope that the publication in the cata¬ 
log of the prices of works in the exhibition which are for sale 
will result in even more sales than in the past. 

To the members of the jury, our sincere thanks are due for 
their fine cooperation, and the judgment they brought to bear 
on the always difficult task of selecting the works to be shown 
from among so many entries of a remarkably high level of 
quality. The exhibition is really the expression of the taste and 
judgment of the four jurors who selected it, and we believe it 
does honor to all concerned.
